Then take a tip from the Nav­ 
ajo: Put a 
silver bell on 
her. 
Then you'll hear her coming—and 
you can get out of her way. 
The Navajos started this pecul­ 
iar custom hundreds of years ago 
because of a supersitition that if 
a son in law and 
mother-in-law 
meet face to face unexpectedly 
both would go blind. 
They had another rather unus­ 
ual solution to this 
old 
family 
problem, lf a 
young 
I nal i a n 
brave knew a widow with an a t ­ 
tractive daughter, he would first 
m a rry the widow, 
t h e n 
t h e 
d a u g h t e r - and thus avoid having 
any moth er in law trouble at all. 
All he had to deal with was two 
wives. Simple? 
The Navajos, long impoverish­ 
ed on a vast, arid 16 million acre 
reservation em b ra cin g parts 
of 
four western states, are Ameri­ 
c a ’s largest Indian tribe. And in­ 
stead of dying out they are in 
creasing 
They still weave rugs and cast 
silver jewelry for the t o u r i s t 
trade. 
But 
they 
have 
a 
new 
source of income today—mining 
uranium for the palefaces’ atom 
bombs. 
The Navajos a re held in high 
regard out here, and anthropolo­ 
gists think the white man well 
might adopt some aspects of their 
culture. They are a pretty well­ 
adjusted people, arui some feel 
that this is a result of their up­ 
bringing 
Insanity is very 
rare 
among them. It is also said that 
no full-blooded Navajo stutters— 
an affliction which psychiatrists 
think arises from childhood in­ 
security.

‘ They neither p a m p e r nor pun­ 
ish their children. They let them 
le arn for themselves, and as a 
result an Indian lx>y is self reli­ 
ant at the age of IO.”

NO ONE WILL deny that the w eather 
has been hot. Heat records have been brok­ 
en. and few parts of the country have es­ 
caped a blistering 
But old-timers can tell moderns how for­ 
tunate they are in contrast with a g e n e ra ­ 
tion which did not have arn of tile present 
m e a n s of combating heat. Consider the dif­ 
ference between a palm loaf fan and the 
m odern air cooling equipment 
and 
t h e 
change is startling. G ran d m o th e r kept the 
butter hanging in the well to provide 
a 
sem blance of coolness. Wouldn’t she have 
been happy with m odern refrigeration, 
plus a qjeep freeze! 
Food sanitation has been one of h u m a n ­ 
ity’s greatest advances in rec ent years and 
the m eans of pro! n inc lives, especially 
those of children. Only those w’ho lived in 
a time when it was necessary fr* one m e m ­ 
ber of the family to “ mind the flies” while 
others ate can fully appreciate the progress 
that has been made. 
Electricity has resulted in changing the 
entire mode of life of both city and farm 
du ellers, drinking w tor has been m a d e 
safe, the flies are gone, and the butter — 
no longer in the well—rem ains fresh and 
edible in a m odern gadget u ndream ed of in 
g ra n d m o th e r’s day. Sure, it’s hot—but what 
of it? 


ON WATCH IN T H E SKY 
AN ELABORA TE pro g ram of sky w atch ­ 
ing gets under way on July 14 in all border 
states, with observers on duty night 
and 
day to spot enem y aircraft. Thousands of 
civilians will volunteer t<» m a n the stations 
to look for possible intruders. Both 
E ast 
and West coasts will be covered com plete­ 
ly under w'hat will be known to “ Operation 
Sky w atch .” Fifty to 80 volunteers will be 
needed to m a n each station. 
This move has been m a d e necessary by 
the knowledge that the Russians now have 
the facilities for launching at least 400 four- 
engine bom bers against the United States 
in a single effort. So says Maj. Gen. F r e d ­ 
eric H. Smith Jr.. Deputy Director of the 
Air Defense Com m and. This would be suf­ 
ficient bombing power to hit all m etropol­ 
itan and industrial target a re a s in the n a ­ 
tion. These planes, it is explained, would 
fly below 5.000 feet, m aking them hard to 
pick up on radar. 
P resu m ab ly the Air Defense C om m and 
has the facilities for meeting such an a t­ 
tack in case it t ornes. 


Since 1945, the United Slates has given 
Europe. Asia and Africa $40 billion. This 
lls mostly for free. Out of 
that amount, 
I Europe got the lion's share. G reat Britain 
got $6,122 billion. An additional $6,431 bil­ 
lion has bern voted bv Congress, making 
a total of more than $46 billion. 


If to this is added Lend-Lease. UNRRA 
and similar funds, then since 1939. 
t h e 
✓ 
United States has contributed m ore than 
SIDO billion mostly to the 
European 
n a ­ 
tions. Little of this money has directly per­ 
colated down to the people of the countries 
aided but has been used by the various gov­ 
ernm ents to sustain themselves in power. 
Had methods been devised to bring A m er­ 
ican aid m oie directly to the people, and 
not through their governments, the United 
States would todav be more 
popular 
in 
Europe. 
The State D epartm ent has issued a pub­ 
lication entitled, “ Our Foreign P o I i c y,” 
which contains the following a m a z i n g 
statem ent: 
“ Paul Hoffman m aintains that European 
recovery has not cost the American ta x ­ 
payer a nickel. He bases this statem ent on 
the conviction that, but for the economic 
and political revival of free Europe, 
the 
United States would have had to s p e n d 
m any billions m ore on a rm a m e n t. In short, 
A m erican aid has saved Europe not only 
from economic collapse but also from Com ­ 
munist domination.” 
This would be interesting if true. Unfor­ 
tunately, in spite of this huge expenditure 
on European recovery, the United States, 
for the current fiscal year, has to expend 
about $60 billion on its military activities. 
This does not include the atomic p ro g ram 
nor the full cost of the Korean War. 
Nor has E uropean aid actually reduced 
the effectiveness of the Com m unists in 
Europe and xve are at this very m om ent 
involved in a most delicate situation in G er­ 
many. 
Those engaged in these program s have 
a way of saying that any criticism of their 
judgm ent, any questioning of their infal­ 
libility is only the product of hindsight. 
This again is utterly untrue, for the debate 
on the M arshall P lan and E uropean mili­ 
tary aid, the opposition to which w as led 
bv H erbert Hoover, w as prolonged, 
fully 
reported and on the record. The a sc e rta in ­ 
able and checkable facts of today establish 
the correctness of the opposition. The use 
of the word, “ hindsight,” is intended to in­ 
dicate that errors of ju d g m e n t m a d e since 
1933 in the conduct of our foreign policy 
were not perceived or discussed bv anyone. 
There is a vast literature of protest. The 
most recent and effective book on t h i s 
subject is “ Back Door to W ar,” bv Charsel 
Callan Tansili, a valuable document.
